REACH SETTLEMENT; 


TERMS GIVEN OUT 


Understanding 
Followed 
Boulogne 


Conference of French and British. 


—Guarantees Made to

Athens, via London (delayed), Oct. 
27 —The understanding reached yes- 
terday by King Constantine and rep- 
resentatives of the entente 
powers, 
generally is believed to be the immedi-

on Friday night. The terms of the 
understanding include on the part of 
Greece:

Effective maintenance of 
order in Athens and Piraeus. 
"Third' Guarantee of constitutional 
liberties of Greeks through the opera- 
tion of the legal functions of their gov- 
ernment.

No opposition to recruit- 
ing for the "Venizelos movement which 
now is characterized as anti-Bulgarian 
instead of 'national defense.'"

Diaz was utterly de- 
feated in recent skirmishes with our 
troops and is now fleeing with few 
followers to Guatemala. I shall re- 
main in Mexico City until the consti- 
tutionalist 
convention at Queretaro. 


All military operations have been suc- 
' cessful and the situation ia improving 
daily.

Plan to Cut Railroad. 


San Antonio, Oct. 27.—Villa is re- 


ported to be planning a movement on 
Santa Rosalia to cut the railroad line 
between Chihuahua and Saltillo, and 
thus prevent Carranza reinforcements 
from reaching 
Chihuahua from the

Cowboys Defeat Bandits. 


Field Headquarters American Puni 
tive Expedition, Mexico, Oct. 26, via 
Radio to Columbus, N. M., Oct. 27.— 
A party of thirty-five cowboys from 
the Santa Ana ranch, near Babricora, 
attacked and defeated a detachment 
of Villa troops 
about 
three miles 
from San Geronomo, according to a 
report received tonight at the field 
tearquarters. It is stated two of the

were captured. 


Hope to.Avert Raid. 


Washington, Oct. 
27.—Government 
officials hoped today that publication 
of Secretary Baker's statement that 
the war department had received word 
another Mexican bandit attack on the 
American border or American troops 
had been planned by enemies of the 
administration, would have the effect 
of causing abandonment of the plot. 
Commanders of American forces re- 
ceived 
warning, however, and were 
exnected to take extra 
precautions 
against attack, which the war depart- 
ment's information indicated was to 
occur before election day. 


The department of justice was inves- 
tigating- the report in an effort to 
prosecSte any persons who may be 
directing the plot from the American 
side of the 
border. Secretary Lan- 
s ng expressed the opinion that no 
Americana 
were involved, although 
Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican ambassa- 
dor designate, said

rpachine him two weeks ago indicated 
Amer cfn advocates of intervention m 
Mexico were' assisting Mexican ban- 
dits in planning the raid.

"It was quite correctely reported 
last night in the statement that Secre- 
tary Baker's announcement was ID- 
Bpired bv absolutely no political con- 
siderations as -to this country, nor 
doesit mean to infer that Americans 
of any sort are involved m the ploi. 
There are many Mexican refugees n 
this country who are 
inimicable to 
the president's Mexican policy who 
doubtless w^uld consider the present 
Ume as ripe for furtherance of their

•The varning was given simply to 
protect American lives and property 
and I have every hope It will be effec- 
tive." Wilcox Issues Statement, 


New York. Oct. 27.—Wm. 
R. Wil- 
cox chairman of the republican na- 
tional committee, issued a statement 
today in reference to the one of last 
night by Secretary Baker, that defin- 
ite information had been received by 
the war department that a bandit at- 
tack on American troops or on Amer- 
ican border towns had been arranged 
to take place -before election day by 
"enemies of the administration's pol- 
icy toward Mexico." 
Mr. Wilcox alluded also to Secre- 
tary of State Iransing's 
declaration 
that the war department's statement- 


was not intended as an assault upon 
the administration's political oppon- 
ents"In view of Secretary 
Lansing s 
statement In the 
morning papers, 
said Wilcox, "Mr. Baker was 
guilty 
either of amazing stupidity or of a 
disirgenious attempt 
to gain 
votes 
for Mr. Wilson by misrepresentation. 
If Lansing 
is quoted correctly, he 
went over the Baker statement before 
it wa.i issued, and the Baker state- 
ment 
therefore

joint product of Wilson's two cabinet 
officers. There can be little doubt in 
the minds of anyone what this state- 
ment was. designed to accomplish.

Both officers appeared before the 
board. They bad no defense to offer, 
and after hearing the charges pleaded 
guilty. 


Desk Sergeant Dickerson's suspen- 
sion became 
effective

night. 
When his term is completed Morris- 
sey's will start. 
The penalty to Morrissey is his 
second. 
About 
four 
years ago he 
drew a term for a similar offense. Al- 
though ordinarily the second offense 
would immediately terminate the offi- 
cer's duty as such, members of the

were not in- 
clined for discharge because of Mor- 
rissey's previous record a sa police- 
man. 
This entailed a long and in- 
tense discussion with the result that 
the penalty rather than absolute ter- 
mination of his duties resulted. 
Oas Case Dismissed.
